CHAPTER 63.

AN ACT giving counties charged with the expense of main-
taining inmates in the home for feeble-minded, remedies to
recover the sums so charged, out of the estates of such in-
mates respectively, or from individuals.

The people of the sthte of Wisconsin represented in senate and
assembly do enact as follows:

Same remedies for collection as in case of insane. SgkcTrow 1.
Any county which is lawfully charged with the expense, or any
part thereof, of maintaining an inmate in the Wisconsin home
for feeble-minded, shall have all remedies to collect the sums
s charged, out of the estate of such inmate, or from individuals,
which are conferred by law upon counties so to collect charges
against them for the maintenance in state hospitals and county
asylums for the insane, of patients whose maintenance therein
is chargeable to such counties respectively.

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in force, from
and after its passage and publication.
